FACKlXti  OF  SWEETS  FOR  SALE  TX 
XETIIEHLAXDS. 

A  meeting:  was  held  at  Utrecht  early  in  the  pre¬ 
sent  year  of  the  I’rincipals  of  the  Food  Inspection 
hoards,  and  the  ('ommittee  of  the  Dutch  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Confect ionery  and  (Jhocolate  !Nranufacturers, 
with  the  ohject  of  layinp-  down,  hy  mutual  arrauffc- 
inent,  with  what  reiiuirements  the  various  sorts  of 
.sweets  will  have  to  comply  in  order  to  he  accepted 
as  bein'?  of  projier  composition  in  the  .sense  of 
Article  (J  of  the  J'’oods  Act,  1919,  as  well  as  of  the 
relative  municipal  inspection  Regulations. 

It  was  mutually  accepted  that  sweets  are  to 
be  divided  into  three  catep-ories,  viz.  : — (1)  Confec¬ 
tionery;  (2)  Cho(*olate;  and  (3)  liifjuorice. 

Sweets,  sold  under  any  name,  deliveied  oi-  kejit 
in  stock,  are  of  unfit  composition  if  they  do  not 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  one  of  tlie  three 
catefrories.  These  reciuirements  came  into  force  on 
1st  May. 


SllTPMEXTS  TO  CZECIIO-8T,OVAKTA  VTA 
TRIESTE. 

A  recent  announcement  in  the  “  Prager  Taf?e- 
hlatt  ”  states  that,  according  to  the  terms  of  the  final 
llegulations  of  the  Commerce  and  Xavigation  Agree¬ 
ment  between  Italy  and  Czecho-Slovakia,  a  Czecho¬ 
slovakian  (histom  House  has  heen  set  up  in  Trieste 
Harbour  with  sufficient  space  to  conduct  the  official 
proceedings  laid  down  hy  the  special  Agreement. 

The  Italian  Customs  authorities  allow  transit 
ffoods  to  pass  under  Czecho-Slovakian  seal;  hut  the 
rights  of  (he  Italian  authorities  in  respect  to  carry¬ 
ing  out  the  duties  of  the  Customs  control  and  the 
Harbour  police  are  not  limited  in  any  way  hy  the 
Agreement.

days,  must  take  out  a  Residence  Permit,  the  cost  of 
'vhich  is  15  escudos.  It  Avould  appear  advi.sahle  that 
this  Regulation  should  he  hrouglit  to  the  notice  of 
commercial  travellers.

OUR  OVERSEAS  TRADE  IN  APRIL. 


ANALYSLS  OF  EXP0RT5. 

Ill  the  analysis  of  tlie  volume  of  British  trade 
during  the  first  quarter  of  1922,  jmhlished  in  the 
“  .lournal  ”  of  29th  .V])ril,  it  was  shown  that,  when 
allowance  is  made  for  price  changes,  the  quantity 
lioth  of  imports  and  of  e.vporls  was  suhstantially 
greater  than  during  the  corresponding  quarter  of 
last  year.  Exports  of  manufactured  goods  showed 
an  increase  of  IT  jier  cent,  in  volume,  indicating  a 
marked  revival  of  demand  for  our  staple  products. 
On  the  side  of  imports,  however,  it  was  noted  that 
the  quantity  of  raw  materials  retained  for  consump¬ 
tion  in  this  country  was  smaller  than  a  year  ago, 
indicating  that  preparations  on  a  large  scale  were 
not  yet  being  made  for  a  further  recovery  of  in¬ 
dustry  in  the  future. 

An  examination  of  the  trade  accounts  for  April, 
of  which  summarised  results  were  published  in  last 
week’s  issue  of  the  “  .lournal  ”  (page  509),  shows 
that  there  have  heen  no  very  striking  further 
developments  in  the  position.  'Ihe  fact  that  the 
imports  are  lower  than  in  March  hy  over  £‘7,000,000 
and  British  exports  hy  some  £9,000,000  can  he 
largely  accounted  for  by  the  cessation  of  activity 
during  the  Easter  holidays.  But  for  these,  the 
total  figures  would  not  have  differed  greatly 
from  those  of  the  preceding  month.  On  closer  in¬ 
spection,  however,  there  appears  to  he  a  tendency 
to  a  revival  in  imports  of  raw  materials.  The  value 
of  these,  at  £21,404,000,  is  only  £(>91, 000  less  than 
in  March,  and  hut  for  the  Easter  holidays  it  would 
])o.ssihly  have  heen  higher.  Further  expansion  in 
the  aggregate  volume  of  exports  has  heen  retarded 
hy  the  dispute  in  the  engineering  industries  and 
that  which  has  now  come  to  an  end  in  the  ship¬ 
building  industry,  and  this  retrogression  has  to 
some  extent  set  off  the  recovery  shown  in  the  prin¬ 
cipal  textile  trades  and  in  the  iron  and  steel  trade. 
In  the  following  survey  an  attempt  is  made  to  show 
with  regard  to  the  staple  branches  of  our  export 
trade,  and  also  with  regard  to  imports  of  raw 
materials,  the  principal  changes  which  have  taken 
])lace,  comparing  the  volume  of  trade  as  shown  in 
the  April  returns  with  figures  representing  the 
monthly  average  trade  of  the  first  qiiarter  of  1922 
and  with  the  figures  for  April,  1921,  and  April, 
1913:  —

It  will  he  seen  that  the  volume  of  trade  is 
(doubtless  owing  to  the  shorter  working  month) 
somewhat  below  the  level  of  the  first  three  months 
of  this  year,  hut  it  is,  of  course,  much  greater  than 
a  year  ago,  when  the  coal  stoppage  had  begun  to 
check  exports.  Goal  exports  are  more  than  twice  as 
large  as  in  April,  1920,  and  reach  almost  two-thirds 
of  the  pre-war  total.  Bunker  shipments  are  nearly 
four-fifths  of  the  pre-war  quantity. 

Iron  and  Steel. — In  these  industries  the 
jiosition  has  become  more  healthy  in  recimt 
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months,  owing  to  the  reduction  of  working 
costs.  This  is  enabling  the  export  of  Ilritish  made 
material  to  be  increased,  and  (as  will  be  shown 
later)  is  making  it  more  and  more  ditticult  for 
foreign  iron  and  steel  to  compete  suc(‘e.ssfiilly  in 
the  Briti.sh  home  market.  The  following  figures 
relate  to  our  leading  e\'])orts  of  iron  and  steel 
ju'oducts :  —

Exports  of  pig  iron  last  month  weie  above  the 
average  of  the  preceding  three  months,  while  ex¬ 
ports  of  other  iron  and  steel  manufactures  were 
slightly  less.  In  view  of  the  short  working  month, 
these  figures  may  be  taken  to  indicate  .some  im¬ 
provement  of  trade.  The  figuies  for  hardware  also 
compare  favourably  with  the  average  for  the  first 
three  months,  but  the  returns  relating  to  machineiy 
and  locomotives  show  a  heavy  falling  off.  There  is 
also  a  heavy  fall  in  the  tonnage  of  new  .ships  ex- 
j>orted  which  may  be  due  to  the  universal  depres¬ 
sion  in  the  .shipping  trade.  The  aggregate  value  of 
exports  of  machinery,  locomotives,  and  new  ships, 
at  i‘T,32“2,l)00,  shows  a  decline  of  no  less  than 
i.‘0,448,(K)(t  compared  with  the  monthly  aveiage  for 
the  first  <iuarter  of  1022. 

Except  for  new  .ships,  nearly  all  the  principal 
branches  have  much  leeway  to  make  up  before  they 
reach  the  pre-war  level.  The  best  branches  are 
the  steel  plate  a)ul  sheet  trade  and  the  tinplate 
trade.  Exports  of  steel  plates  and  sheets,  at  27,000 
tons,  are  only  some  2,000  tons  .short  of  the  1913 
level,  and  exports  of  tinplates  amount  to  some 
30,000  tons,  compared  with  42,000  tons  in  April, 
1913. 

As  regards  the  reduction  of  imports  of  iron  and 
steel  goods,  to  which  reference  has  been  made 
above,  the  following  figures  are  of  interest:  —

It  will  be  seen  that  imports  of  pig  iion  amounted 
to  less  than  half  the  nionthly  aveiage  imjiorts  of 
the  first  (piarter,  to  little  more  than  one-fifth  of 
tho.se  of  Ajiril,  1921,  and  to  half  those  of  April, 
1913.  Imports  of  other  iron  and  steel  manufac¬ 
tures  represent  an  even  smaller  proportion  of  the 
jire-war  imports,  but  there  was  no  influx  of  other 
foreig'ii  iion  and  steel  jnoducts  last  year  coirc- 
.sponding  to  the  influx  of  pig  iron,  so  that  the 
fig'Uies  for  other  iron  and  steel  do  not  show  an  eijual 
falling  olf  conifiared  with  1921. 


Textiles. — The  April  returns  .show  that  exports 
in  April  compared  favourably  with  the  average 
monthly  figures  for  the  first  quarter,  and  were  in 
nearly  all  branches  substantially  higher  than  a  year 
ago.

'I'he  steady  progress  made  by  the  cotton  trade  is 
a  most  s.it  isfactory  feature,  and  it  is  one  of  great 
imjiortance  in  view  of  the  fact  that  cotton  goods  ' 
rejiresented  before  the  war  about  29  jier  cent,  and  j 
last  year  some  23  per  cent,  of  the  total  value  of  our 
export  trade.  Exports  of  cotton  yarn  are  actually 
in  excess  of  the  (piantity  exported  in  April,  19b‘),  [ 

but  j)iece-goods,  which  cmistitute  much  the  most  j 
important  part  of  the  ti'ade,  aie  still  below  jue-war 
level.  'I'hey  aie  also  well  below  tlie  level  of  .\pril, 
J929,  when  exports  amounted  to  424  million  scpiare 
yaids. 

In  the  wocdlen  trade  the  Ajuil  leturns  are  also 
favourable,  all  items  excejit  woollen  tissues  show¬ 
ing  an  increase  over  the  monthly  average  for  the 
first  quarter  of  1922,  and  all  items  except  tops  an 
increase  on  a  year  ago.  Exports  of  woollen  stock¬ 
ings  are  much  higher  even  than  before  the  war. 
3'he  silk  trade  appears  to  be  participating  to  some 
extent  in  the  general  recovery  of  textiles.  Exports 
of  linen  and  jute  piece-goods  are  considerably  j 
larger  than  a  year  ago,  though  in  both  cases  much  I 
below  pie-war  level. 

Foreign  competition  in  the  British  home  market 
is  not  .serious,  and  although  the  latest  figures  show 
some  increase  in  the  quantity  of  imported  textiles 
retained  for  home  consumption,  imports  are  on  the 
whole  less  than  before  the  war.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  amount  of  cotton  and 
wool  retained  last  month  was  not  only  far  above  the 
b  vel  of  a  year  ago  (though  somewhat  less  than  the 
average  for  the  first  three  months  of  1922),  but 
that  it  exceeded  the  amount  retained  in  April, 
1913.  'I’aking  the  first  four  months  of  the  year  to¬ 
gether.  however,  cotton  imports  at  3,880,000  centals 
are  still  2,833,000  centals,  or  -12  per  cent.,  below  the 
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level  of  1913,  while  wool  imports,  at  2,890,000 
centals,  are  552,000  centals  or  10  per  cent.,  below 
the  leval  of  1913.  It  would  seem  that  preparations 
are  beiiiy  made  in  these  industries  for  increased 
production,  but  not  yet  on  a  very  large  scale.  In 
the  minor  trades  the  most  striking  feature'  is  lire 
large  incre'ase*  in  tlie  import  of  raw  silk,  compared 
Iwth  with  last  year  and  witli  1913.  lletained 
inijeorts  of  flax,  hemp,  and  jute  also  compare  favour¬ 
ably  with  a  year  ago,  but  lemain  far  below  pic- 
evar  level .

CHILE. 


A  GLUT  OF  NITRATE. 

The  nitrate  industry  of  Chile  is  that  upon  which 
the  prosperity  of  the  Republic  depends;  she  derives, 
in  normal  times,  75  per  cent,  of  her  vState  rev'enue 
from  the  export  duties  on  this  product.  The  larger 
part  of  this  industry  is  conducted  by  Chilean  com¬ 
panies,  Avhich  produce  about  55  per  cent,  of  the  total 
output.  Next  in  importance  are  the  British  com- 
]>anies  Avith  about  30  per  cent,  of  the  output,  then 
folloAv  .Jugoslav,  PeruA'ian,  American,  Spanish, 
and  German  producers.  BetAveen  50,000  and  00,000 
Avorkmen  are  employed  in  the  nitrate  works,  and 
they  consume  over  3()0,000  tons  of  coal  and  450,000 
tons  of  ])etroleum.  'I’he  Association  of  Nitrate  Pro¬ 
ducers  now  represents  518  per  ci'iit.  of  the  total  pro- 
ducti(ni  and  piactically  contrrds  the  supply. 

'Pile  n  it  I  ate  sit  uat  ion  during  the  past  year  has  been 
the  most  complex  in  the  history  of  the  industry. 
3'he  unpre<  edcnted  linancial  ci  i>is  in  Europe  and 
.ViiM'iica  at  the  end  (d'  1920  ujisct  all  calculations  as 
to  probable  coiisum pt  i»tn ,  and  b\  tin*  re>iiltant  re¬ 
strictions  of  credit  facilities  and  conseipient  reduc¬ 
tion  of  the  worbPs  pnrehasing  power,  consumers 
Aveie  in  many  cases  forced  to  cont('nt  themselves  Avith 
50  per  cent,  of  theii-  normal  rc(|uirements.  Much 
has  been  written  about  the  high  prices  alone  having 
unfavourably  iiiHuenced  constimidion,  oAving  to  the 
sale  at  clu'ajier  j)rices  of  competitive  feitilisers,  more 
("■|)ecially  of  sulphate  of  ammonia,  d'here  is  no 
foundation  for  this  belief.  Tin*  aveiage  price  at 
A\Iiich  nitiate  was  sold  in  Europe  Avas  about  i.‘2lt 
]u'r  ton.  and  although  sulphate  of  ammonia  Avas 
alAvays  offered  at  Avell  under  this  })rice,  it  was  esti¬ 
mated  by  one  of  the  trade  authorities  that  outside 
Germany  not  more  than  10(1, ()(K)  tons  of  sulphate  of 
ammonia  aa  ere  sold  in  replacement  of  nitrate  in 
Europe — and  this  is  largely  proved  by  the  fact  that 
at  the  end  of  the  last  consuming  season  there  re¬ 
mained  stocks  of  sulphate  of  ammonia  in  Europe  of 
oA’er  100,000  tons — so  that  had  it  only  been  a  ques¬ 
tion  of  price  these  100,000  tons  too  Avould  have  been 
(’onsumed,  Avith  a  corresponding  reduction  in  the 
demand  for  nitrate.  Tt  was  the  lack  of  con¬ 
fidence  among  consumers.  oAving  to  falling  markets 
and  rt'st rict ions  of  credit  facilities,  that  caused 
■uch  a  shortage  in  consumnt  ion ,  In  Amerit'a. 
Avhere  prices  ruled  at  £T3  to  tT5  pt'r  ton,  the  falling 
oh  in  consumption  was  greater  than  in  Europe, 
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which  again  indicates  that  it  was  not  a  question  of 
inice. 

In  the  summer  of  1920,  when  future  prospects 
ai>peared  to  be  very  favourable,  importers  in 
Europe  and  America  contracted  with  the  Chilean 
Xitrate  I’rodiicers  for  a  total  of  2,750,000  tons, 
of  which  they  were  only  able  to  sell  in  consuming 
]narkets  about  1,450,000  tons,  leaving  on  30th  June, 
1921,  unsold  stocks  of  over  1,300,000  tons.  These 
had  been  contracted  for  at  about  ITs.  per  quintal, 
and  brought  to  consuming  markets  at  a  freight 
averaging  nearly  £5  per  ton;  the  cost  of  this 
nitrate,  landed  and  put  in  store  in  consuming 
markets,  thus  amounts  to  nearly  £25  per  ton.  This 
■was  a  very  grave  situation  for  those  dealers  who 
in  the  ordinary  course  of  their  business  took  the 
risk,  in  purchasing  from  the  Chilean  Producers  at 
high  prices,  of  bringing  this  nitrate  forward  to  con¬ 
suming  markets  unsold.  To-day  they  find  them¬ 
selves  faced  with  a  much  cheaper  cost  of  produc¬ 
tion  in  Chile  and  lower  freights,  so  that  new 
nitrate  can  be  sold  at  a  profit  at  £15  per  ton  in 
competition  with  them.  It  is  for  this  reason  (hat 
they  forme<l  themselves  into  a  “  pool  ”  to  negotiate 
with  the  Chilean  (tovernment  and  Nitrate  Pro¬ 
ducers  to  obtain  some  form  of  compensation, 
and  the  negotiations  which  t(»ok  place  resulted 
in  an  agreement  being  reached  on  11th  October, 
1921.  Its  principal  terms  are  thus  summarised:  — 

The  Nitrate  Association  lias  arrived  at  an  agreement  witli 
tlie  Pool,  including  American  hnyers,  hy  which  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  will  reduce  selling  jirices  to  10s.  (id.  per  quintal  for 
OctolK'r;  11s.  per  cpiintal  for  November-April,  1922,  inclu¬ 
sive;  10s.  9d.  per  quintal  for  May,  1922;  and  10s.  3d.  ))er 
quintal  for  June,  1922.  After  the  latter  date  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  is  free  to  fix  selling  jirices.  The  Association  is  to 
jiay  conijiensation  of  Is.  8d.  per  quintal  on  new  jiurchases 
of  nitrate  which  are  shi|)ped  before  31st  March,  1922;  Is 
jier  quintal  on  .shipments  from  1st  Ajiril  to  30th  June, 
1922;  and  4d.  jier  quintal  on  shipments  from  1st  July,  1922, 
to  .‘10th  June,  1923.  The  Association  further  guarantees 
that  the  minimum  total  compensation  will  amount  to 
£1,500,000. 

Ill  addition  to  the  .stocks  in  dealers’  hands,  there 
Avere  on  3()th  June,  1921.  unsold  stocks  in  pi'o- 
ilucers’  hands  of  about  1 ,1(1(1, (10(1  tons,  and  in  con¬ 
sequence  a  very  large  iiroportion  of  jiroducers  have 
already  closed  down  their  oficinas,  and  the  monthly 
jtroduction,  which  normally  amounts  to  240,0(1(1 
tons,  fell  to  about  80,000  tons.  Chile  is  accord¬ 
ingly  faced  with  a  .serious  financial  position,  having 
lost  a  A'ery  large  proportion  of  her  revenue  by  the 
loss  of  duties  on  nitrate  .shipments,  by  the  necessity 
of  feeding  the  50,000  men  from  the  nitrate  di.s- 
trict,  who  are  at  present  out  of  work,  and  by  the 
lack  of  outlet  for  her  agricultural  products,  which, 
in  normal  times,  look  to  the  nitrate  pampas  for 
their  market.  It  is  vital  to  Chilean  interests  that 
the  nitrate  indu.stry  be  revived  at  the  earliest 
jiossible  moment. 

The  Vah'e  or  the  Pe.so. 

The  lack  of  movement  in  the  nitrate  market,  and 
the  general  dejnession,  has  entailed  a  gradual 
depreciation  of  the  Chilean  peso,  until  at  one  time 
it  was  (luoted  at  less  than  (>d.,  a  low  water  mark 
jiot  hitherto  touched.  In  order  to  check  specula¬ 
tion,  the  Stock  E.xchange  adopted  measures  to 
ensure  a  sufficient  cover  lieing  put  up  for  all  opera¬ 
tions  in  exchange  and  in  shares.  The  measures 
have  had  the  exjiected  effect,  and  the  volume  of 
movement  on  the  Stock  Exchange  has  been  lessened 
but  the  market  is  now  affected  by  comparatively 
.‘^mall  transactions,  and  fluctuations  in  lates  and 
juices  have  been  violent. 

In  April,  1921,  the  local  Stock  Exchange  alteied 
its  method  of  »|U<>ting  exchangi*  on  Condon  from 
jience  in  relation  to  pesos  to  pesos  in  relation  to 
pounds  sterling.  It  is  rejiorted  that  this  change 
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lias  been  effected  at  the  wish  of  the  Chilean 
(lovernment,  who  desire  that  exchange  shall  be 
quoted  on  the  European  plan  of  units  of  local 
currency  to  the  jiound  sterling,  rather  than  the 
reverse  method,  which  is  generally  followed  hi 
other  South  American  countries.  The  alteration  in 
the  method  of  quoting  exchange  was  made  at  the 
instance  of  the  Minister  of  Finance  as  jiart  of  the 
means  emjiloyed  to  stem  speculation  in  exchange. 

A  Hoard  of  Shareholders  of  the  Valjiaraiso  Bolsa 
was  formed  to  consider  this  question,  and,  as  a 
result  of  their  deliberations,  it  was  agreed  that  in 
future  any  exchange  tran.sactions  effected  through 
the  Bolsa  would  reijuire  the  vi.sa  of  the  drawing 
banks  or  of  a  nitrate  or  imjiorting  house,  which  the 
(xuarantee  Office  of  the  Bolsa  would  certify,  and  the 
amount  of  which  it  would  fix  in  ac<*ordance  with 
the  capital  of  the  buyers  and  .sellers  of  bills.  For 
the  jnirjiose  of  this  certification  the  Bolsa  Mould 
<-arry  a  sjiecial  account  for  each  buyer  and  .seller  of 
bills,  ami  it  would  be  jiart  of  the  airangement  that 
tlie  banks  and  draMing  houses  limit  their  visas  to 
tran.sactions  arising  out  of  genuine  eoniinercial 
ojierations. 

FuTUKE  I*1{0.S1*KCT.S. 

The  Commercial  Secretary  to  II. M.  Legation, 
Santiago  (Mr.  W.  F.  V.  Scott),  in  his  Report 
on  Chile  for  1921,  writes  that  although  it 
i.5  impossible  to  say  hoM-  long  the  jiresent 
crisis  Avill  last,  it  may  .safely  be  sai(l  that 
any  material  imjnovement  in  the  dejiression 
from  M-hich  the  M'hole  Morld  is  suffering  M’ill 
bring  about  a  corresponding  revival  of  business 
in  Chile.  Her  mainstay  is  nitrate,  and  until  the 
jiresent  large  stocks  in  Eurojie,  America,  and  on  > 
the  spot  have  been  disjiosed  of,  the  oficinas  cannot 
be  Avorked.  The  jjrosjxects  of  this  at  the  present 
time  are  very  remote.  Only  a  feAv  sjiasmodic  trans¬ 
actions  can  be  expected  from  Chile  for  .some  time 
to  come.  Stocks  in  nearly  all  clas.ses  of  goods  are 
still  heaA-y  and,  in  many  cases,  in  order  to  create 
sales  and  realise  ready  cash,  they  are  being  sold  at 
a  loss  and  at  loAver  prices  than  they  could  be  pur¬ 
chased  in  the  markets  of  production  abroad.  Money 
is  A’erj’^  scarce  and  (he  general  j)ublic  is  not  buying. 
The  trade  in  all  iron  and  steel  manufactures,  gener¬ 
ally,  is  at  a  standstill,  except  in  rails  and  railMay 
material,  of  Mdiich  large  (juantities  are  being  i 
acquired  by  the  State  railAvays.  j 

The  Revised  Customs  Tariff,  Avhich  came  into 
for(|e  on  23rd  February,  1921,  and  the  increased 
duties  on  tobacco  and  alcoholic  beA'erages,  have  had 
serious  effects  on  the  imjiorting  capacity  of  the 
country'.  Perfumes,  .soaps,  and  toilet  jArejjarations 
have  jiractically'  ceased  to  be  imported,  and  M'ill 
in  future  be  manufactured  in  the  country’. 
Imported  liquors  are  bey'ond  the  reach  of  most,  and 
a  great  decrease  has  taken  place  in  the  imjiortation, 
Avhilst  the  country  is  flooded  Avith  innumerable 
adulterated  liijuors,  so-called  gin,  Avhisky,  cognac,  ^ 
etc.  I’lie  tobacco  tax  has  jiractically^  killed  the 
busine.ss  in  imported  cigarettes,  and  cigars  are  only 
smoked  by  the  Avealthv  classes. 

The  object  of  these  increased  'J’ariff’s  Avas  tAvofold 
— to  protect  national  industries  and  increase  the 
leA’enues.  The  tax  on  liijuors,  oAving  to  decreased 
consumjition,  has  been  a  comjilete  failure,  and 
there  are  rumours  of  a  further  revision  and  reduc¬ 
tion  of  the  Tariff.  Tlie  toliacco  tax,  hoAvever,  has 
been  successful  in  incieasing  the  reA'enue  under 
that  heading.  1’lie  Brit  i.sh-.\merican  J’obacco  Poni-  ; 
jiany'  is  stated  to  be  opiming  a  factory  in  Yaljiaraiso 
fur  tin*  manufacture  of  foreign  cigarettes  in  the 
country.  The  jiolicy  of  the  (loveinment  and  the 
people  is  jiroteetion  for  national  industries  and 
capital,  to  the  exclusion,  Avhere  jiossible,  of  foreign 
influence,  and  cajiital.  'I'hc  J*ri*.sident’.s  exjiressed 
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desire  is  to  nationalise  banking  and  insurance,  and 
to  pass  Laws  to  protect  national  industries,  capital, 
and  the  National  Merchant  Marine.

BRITISH  COAL  MINING  INDUSTRY. 


THE  FIRST  QUARTER  OF  1922. 

The  coal  mining  industry  maintained  during  the 
first  three  months  of  1922  the  i)rogress  which  had 
been  established  during  the  last  quarter  of  1921, 
(he  total  quantity  of  saleable  coal  raised  amountiiig 
to  01  million  tons,  or  7  million  tons  more  than  in 
the  corresponding  quarter  of  1921.  This  was  partly 
attributable  to  the  earlier  incidence  of  the  Easter 
holidays  in  1921.  The  estimated  total  number  of 
persons  employed  in  and  about  coal  mines  was 
1,091,000,  including  clerks  and  other  salaried  per¬ 
sons,  and  compares  with  1,233,000  persons  siinilai  ly 
employed  in  the  first  quarter  of  1921  and  1,117,000 
persons  in  the  first  half  of  1914. 

The  demand  for  coal  from  abroad  continued  to 
expand,  and  coal  shipments  din  ing  the  early  months 
of  1922  were  equal  to  four-fifths  of  the  shipments 
(luring  ^he  corresponding  period  of  1913,  a  year  of 
exceptional  trade  activity.  At  home,  the  consump¬ 
tion  of  industrial  coal  showed  some  improvement, 
and  amounted  to  about  six-sevenths  of  the  consumj)- 
tion  during  the  first  (juai  ter  of  1913. 

Trices  of  coal  exported  tended  upward,  whilst  those 
of  the  home  supply  moved  slowly  downwards.  The 
improvement  in  export  jirices,  however,  Avas  insuffi¬ 
cient  to  arrest  the  doAvnward  tendency  in  wages 
paid  to  mineis  in  the  exporting  districts,  in  the 
principal  of  which  the  minimum  level  Avas  reached 
(luring  the  first  three  months  of  1922.  Only  in  the 
folloAving  districts  have  Avages  been  maintained 
aboA'e  the  minimum  level  throughout  the  quarter, 
viz.,  Eastern  area  (including  Yorkshire,  Derby,  Not¬ 
tingham,  Leicester,  Cannock  Chase,  and  WarAvick) ; 
liancasliire.  North  Staffordshire,  and  Cheshire; 
Bristol;  and  in  the  Itadstock  district  of  Somerset. 

Output. 

In  the  table  Avhich  folloAVs  particulars  are  shoAvn 
of  the  tonnage  of  coal  raised  and  Aveighed  at  the 
pits  during  the  13  Aveeks  ended  1st  April,  1922,  in 
each  of  the  principal  collieiy  districts  of  Oreat 
Britain,  Avith  corresponding  figures  for  the  first  and 
the  last  quarters  of  1921.  It  should  be  noted,  hoAV- 
oyer,  that  these  figures  do  not  represent  the  quan¬ 
tity  of  saleable  coal  raised,  since  they  include  a 
certain  amount  of  refuse  Avhich  is  jiicked  out  at  the

In 
the  Lancashire,  Cheshire,  and  North  Wales  district 
alone  Avas  the  output  of  coal  loAver  than  in  the  first 
quarter  of  1921.

The  numbers  employed  have  steadily  Increased 
during  the  past  quarter  from  1,059,000  on  7th 
January  to  1,085,500  on  1st  April,  and  Avere  10,000 
higher  on  the  average  than  in  the  previous  quarter.

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'I’lie  improvement  in  employment  in  the  first 
quarter  of  1922  was  ehiefiy  due  to  the  reduction  in 
the  time  lost  by  the  pits  through  want  of  trade  and 
tiansport  difficulties,  amounting  to  four  days,  as 
compared  with  the  first  and  last  quarters  of  1921. 
The  Easter  holidays,  which  occurred  later  in  1922 
than  in  1921,  account  for  the  apparent  reduction  in 
the  time  lost  through  holidays.

The  quantity  of  coal  available  foi'  consumption 
in  the  United  Kingdom  in  the  first  quarter  of  1922 
was  42.1^  million  tons,  allowance  being  made  for  the 
coal-equivalent  of  coke  and  manufactured  fuel  ex¬ 
ported.  In  the  corresi)onding  [)eriod  of  the  yeai 
1913  the  quantity  of  coal  available  for  consuiap- 
tion  in  the  United  Kingdom  was  48’,'  million  tons. 
Ko  allowance  has  been  made  in  either  period  for 
the  difference  in  the  stocks  of  coal  held  at  the  he- 
ginning  and  the  end  of  the  quarter.

Wages. 

Wages  have  continued  to  decline  since  the  end 
of  1921  in  the  majority  of  districts,  except  those  in 
which  the  minimum  basis  was  previously  reached, 
e.g.,  Cumberland,  Newbury  district  of  tSonier.set, 
Kent,  and  (virtually!  in  South  Wales  and  Mon¬ 
mouth.  The  minimum  level  of  wages  has  since 
been  reached  in  Durham,  Northumberland,  South 
Staffordshire  and  Shropshire,  Scotland,  and  in 
North  Wales,  while  in  the  Forest  of  Dean  district 
the  minimum  level  reached  in  danuary  and 
February  was  exceeded  again  in  March.  Since  the 
end  of  1921  it  is  estimated  that  the  wages  for  all 
classes  of  workpeople  employed  below  and  above 
ground  have  been  reduced  from  9d.  to  Is.  ])er  shift 
on  the  average.  'The  average  reduction  in  wage.s 
since  March,  1921,  has  been  approximately  7s.  jier 
shift.

In  the  county  of  Kent  Od.  was  contributed  by  the 
owners  from  1st  November,  1921,  on  every  ton  of 
coal  produced  for  the  purpose  of  supplementing  the 
wages  of  the  lower  paid  workers.  As  from  1st 
February,  the  contribution  was  reduced  to  3d.  per 
ton,  but  this  was  payable  up  to  six  shifts  per  week, 
instead  of  four  shifts  as  previously. 


According  to  statistics  issued  by  the  Suez  Canal 
Company,  3,975  vessels  with  an  aggregate  net  ton¬ 
nage  of  18,118,999  tons  passed  through  the  Canal 
in  the  year  1921,  as  compared  with  4,009  vessels 
and  17,574,057  tons  in  1920,  and  5,085  vessels  and 
20,033,884  tons  in  1913.

INTOXICATING  LIQUOR  LEGISLATION  IN 
SWEDEN. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  a 
committee  of  experts  it  is  proposed  in  a  Bill,  dated 
10th  March  (No.  191)  and  having  for  its  object  the 
emendation  of  the  Intoxicating  Liipiors  Ordinance 
as  regards  wholesale  trade  in  spirits,  that  a  whole¬ 
sale  trade  in  intoxicating  liquors  (including  beer) 
shall  be  carried  on  only  by  a  company  formed  for 
the  purpose  approved  by  the  (Tovernment  for  a 
period  of  not  less  than  five,  and  not  exceeding  ten 
years.  'I'he  company's  profit,  states  II. M.  Minister 
at  Stockholm,  after  appro])riation  in  accordance 
with  rules  to  be  laid  down  by  the  (A’own,  is  to  be 
transferred  to  the  Treasury  account.  The  Bill  also 
defines  the  powers  of  the  “  Biice  and  Purchase 
(^ommittee  ”  appointed  by  the  (’ontrol  Board  to 
supervise  the  purchase  of  spirits  and  wine  by  the 
“  System  ”  companies.  The  company  is  to  be  so 
constituted  that  the  State  is  to  have  a  preponder¬ 
ating  influence  on  its  management,  and  the  com¬ 
pany  is  otherwise  to  be  subject  to  State  control.

THE  COST  OF  COTTAGE  BUILDING. 

Tn  view  of  the  high  <  ost  of  building  the  Building 
Besearch  Board  of  the  Department  of  Scie)itific  and 
Industrial  Kesearch  have  investigated  the  efficiency 
of  certain  older  methods  (»f  construction  which  have 
now  fallen  into  disuse.  It  is  thought  that  in  suit¬ 
able  localities  the  revival  of  some  of  these  jnethods 
i))ight  be  advantageous. 

A  Report,*  recently  issiie»l,  descrihes  tlie  constructions  of 
five  experimental  cottages  whicli  coinhined  a  trial  of  these 
traditional  inellnMU  with  exi>eriiucnt>  in  as  inanv  different 
new  methods  and  items  of  cojistrnction  as  possible.  The  five 
cottages  were  constructed  of  brick,  concrete,  chalk  and 
<ement,  rammed  chalk  ami  straw,  and  rammed  chalk  re¬ 
spectively;  all  these  materials  were  available  in  the  neigh- 
Ivourhood.  .Vichitectural  c-oiisiderations  and  the  general 
scheme  of  research  are  set  forth  in  Part  I.  of  that  Report, 
and  full  details  of  construction  are  given  in  Part  II.  The 
Jfeport  is  illustrated  with  |)laiis.  working  drawings,  an  1 
many  photographs  which  are  described  in  the  text. 

'J'he  cob  and  pise  de  terre  methods  of  construction  are  i 
vler.It  with  in  a  further  Report+  issueil  by  tbe  Hoard.  The 
lirst  part  deals  with  cob  and  comprises  notes  on  Devonshire 
cob  walls,  clay-lump  building  in  Norfolk,  and  mud-walling 
in  Bengal.  Part  II.  describes  pise  de  terre,  the  correspond¬ 
ing  Belgian  system  (“  Le  Terradamente  and  |)ise  de 
terre  in  the  Simla  Hills  and  other  places.  This  colle<-tiou 
of  notes  may  be  useful  as  a  guide  to  those  vv  bo  are  obliged 
or  pleased,  in  exceptional  circumstances,  to  make  tbe  best 
of  local  materials.  The  methods  vlescribeil  have  the  merit 
of  simplicity.  The  results  of  compression  tests  »)n  pise  de 
terre  blocks  are  given,  ami  the  Rc'port  concludes  with  a 
short  bibliography  of  the  subjev  t.  This  re|)ort  is  also  illus¬ 
trated  by  |)hotograi)hs. 

A  third  ReportT  gives  a  diagrammatical  analysis  of  the 
costs  of  construction  of  workmen's  cottages  built  during  tlie 
war.  Some  of  the  diagrams  may  be  utilised  as  lalKiur- 
saving  devices  for  calculating  the  r(H|uirenient.s  of  men  and 
material  in  housing  schemes;  they  include  a  set  of  progress 
diagrams  which,  if  kejit  up-to-date,  will  enable  a  close  watch 
to  lie  kept  on  schemes  in  progress.  full  explanation  of 
the  methods  hy  which  the  diagrams  were  compiled  is  given 
in  the  text.

BRITISH  RECOVERY  IX  ('OMrETITIVE 
IMPORT  TRADE. 

H.M.  Sen  ior  Trade  Commissioner  in  Australia  has  issued 
his  annual  statistical  summary  of  the  trade  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth  for  the  year  ended  30th  June,  1921,  which  shows  a 
gratifying  increase  in  the  jirojiortion  of  Rritish  trade  from 
40  ()  per  cent.  (£84.492,0()1 )  in  1918-19  to  00  8  per  cent,  in 
1920-21.  although  the  jire-war  level  of  (>8  0  jier  cent,  has  not 
yet  been  regained.  Fnited  .States  trade  during  the  above 
period  decreased  from  29'38  jier  cent.  (£21,744,110)  to  20T3 
jier  cent.,  whilst  Japanese  trade  also  decreased  from  IFO 
(£8,208,721)  to  8’88  jier  cent. 

Jt  will  be  noted  that  the  value  of  Rritish  comjietitive 
imports  in  1920-21  was  double  that  of  the  previous  year. 

The  table  given  below  shows  the  relative  shares  of  the 
United  Kingdom  and  its  two  princijial  competitors,  the 
United  States  and  Ja])an.  durinij;  the  jieriods  1919-20  and 
1920-21,  compared  with  the  hi't  pre-war  year.  The  total 
imports  from  the  United  Kingdom  during  the  jieriod  ended 
30th  June,  1921,  were  \alu<‘d  at  £7(5.020,109,  or  nearly 
double  tho-e  of  the  prei  ious  year.  Imports  from  the  United 
States  in  the  same  jieriod  were  valued  at  £25.375,452,  an 
increase  of  about  .50  (ler  cent.,  while  those  from  Japan 
were  valued  at  £4, ><90, 818  against  £3,777,(510  in  1919-20. 
Values  of  imjiorts  from  the  United  Kingdom  of  metal 
manufactures  and  machinery,  textiles,  paper,  stationery, 
earthenware,  chemicals,  and  unmanufactured  animal  sub¬ 
stances  sbow  the  greatest  increases.  4'he  I'nited  States 
show  greatest  increases  in  im|)orts  of  lu'^tals  and  machinery, 
textiles  and  chemicals,  and  .lapan  in  textiles  and  earthen¬ 
ware.

WESTERX  TRADE  COXDITIOXS  AXD 
OFTI.UOK. 

{From  II. M.  Trade  Conimisnioner.) 

IViNMPEG. 

A  better  business  tone  is  in  evidence  throughout 
Western  Canada,  due  largely  to  tlie  recent  substantial 
advance  in  prices  for  grain.  If  present  prices  of  wheat  are 
secured  for  the  exportable  balance  remaining  on  hand, 
several  million  dollars  will  be  realised  in  Western  Canada 
in  excess  of  the  amount  estimated  at  31st  December  last. 

Reliable  reports  indicate  that  many  new  settlers  from  the 
Uniteil  States  are  expected  to  arrive  during  the  .spring. 
Railway  companies  for  the  first  time  in  several  3-ears  have 
re-established  special  low  fares  for  home  seekers  from 
United  States  points.  New  settlers  from  the  United  King¬ 
dom  have  arrived  in  moderate  numbers. 

Position  of  the  Farmer. 

M'estern  Canada  has  passed  through  the  difficult  period 
covered  bv  the  past  five  months  or  so  without  much  di.sturb- 
ance  to  the  industrial  and  commercial  fabric.  The  volume 
of  business  generally  has  not  been  less  than  was  expected. 
Stocks  of  merchandise  have  been  reduced  in  volume,  and, 
with  any  improvement  in  conditions,  buying  by  the  trade 
will  be  in  ev  idence.  The  foundation  of  all  trade  in  IVestern 
('anada  is  the  grain  crop,  and  jirosperitv*  in  this  market  is 
ilependent  almost  entirely  on  the  purchasing  power  of  the 
grain  produced.  The  1921  croj)  was  large  in  volume,  but  j 
much  of  it  was  sold  at  little  or  no  jirofit.  High  costs  of 
grain  production,  followed  by  declining  prices  in  the  world’s  j 
markets,  depressed  general  business  temporarily  during  the  I 
winter  months.  j 

The  AVestern  farmer  to-da3'  is,  in  some  cases,  a  reluctant 
purchaser  of  merchandise  or  equipment  because  he  feels 
that  other  commodities  have  not  deflated  to  the  extent  of 
his  grain,  and  in  other  ca.ses  he  has  not  the  wherewithal  to 
purchase  even  if  he  would.  The  pre.sent  position  of  the 
tanner  is  easily  traceable  through  retailer  and  wholesaler 
to  the  manufacturer  and  accounts  for  much  of  the  country¬ 
wide  depression.  It  is  reflected  in  saw  mills  in  Rritish 
Columbia  on  half-time,  light  passenger  traffic  on  railroads,  \ 
and  in  a  dozen  other  w'ays,  including  heavily-  decreased  sales  j 
by  farm  implement  dealers.  i 

-V  recent  triji  by  the  writer  from  AA’innipeg  to  A^ancouver, 
Rritish  Columbia,  revealed  a  healthy-  optimism  and  great 
confidence  that  this  part  of  the  Dominion  is  weathering  the 
deflation  storm  without  the  expected  number  of  failures. 
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Jsevr  bond  issues  by  Western  Governments  liave  been  quickly 
absorbed  by  the  markets  at  better  prices  than  for  some 
time.  -Vlthougli  the  ))resent  volume  of  business  is  below 
normal,  there  are  signs  that  the  worst  is  over  and  a  slow 
but  steady  improvement  has  already  started.  This  is  parti¬ 
cularly  noticeable  in  areas  where  mixed  farming  is  prac¬ 
tised.  I’rices  of  grains  and  live  stock  have  stiffened  to  some 
extent  since  the  first  of  the  year.  The  advance  in  the 
price  of  wheat  from  the  low  rate  of  1  dol.  G  cents  per 
bushel,  has,  however,  come  too  late  substantially  to  benefit 
raanv  of  the  producers  of  the  1921  grain  crop.  Western 
farmers  have  some  2o, 000^000  bushels  of  wheat  left  to  sell 
from  the  260,000,000  bushel  crop  of  1921. 

Textile  M.\rket  Conditioxs. 

Stocks  of  merchandi.se  in  many  lines  with  both  the  whole¬ 
sale  and  retail  trade  are  below  normal,  and  buying  in  con¬ 
servative  volume  is  again  in  evidenc'e  with  this  trade.  In  j 

cottons,  ginghams  are  scarce  and  jirices  remain  firm.  Silks  | 

have  been  in  moderately  strong  demand.  In  woollens,  | 

novelty  weaves  are  in  evidenc-e,  and  jersey  cloth  also  ! 

appears  to  continue  a  favourite.  There  is  a  distant  demand  j 

for  medium  and  low  jiriced  serges.  Canadian  mills  have  j 

secured  practically  all  the  ])resent  season’s  trade  in  prints,  I 

flannelette,  and  common  calico.  Canadian  and  IJnited  j 

States  textile  mills  have  advanced  their  prices  on  cotton 
piece-goods  approximately  15  per  cent,  from  the  low  ])rice 
of  December.  Travellers  now  re|)ort  better  business  from 
country  ])<)int.s  than  was  obtainable  prior  to  Christmas. 
Collections  c-ontinue  to  he  slow. 

A  good  demand  is  in  evidence  this  season  for  heather 
mixture  in  hosiery,  while  silk  and  fibre  hose  also  continue  | 
in  favour.  Canadian  manufacturers  of  knitted  goods  are  ' 
turning  out  some  exceptionally  good  lines  of  hosiery  and  j 
underwear,  which  comjiete  in  price  and  compare  favourably  j 
in  quality  and  design  with  the  imported  product.  It  is,  | 
however,  gratifying  to  record  that  substantial  orders  for  j 
British  hosiery  and  underwear  are  reported  by  wholesale  j 
importers  in  the  West.  Slow  deliveries  from  some  United 
Kingdom  manufacturers  are  reported,  which  in  the  present 
“hand  to  mouth  buying”  condition  of  trade  is  unfortu¬ 
nate.  Delays  of  this  sort  merely  play  into  the  hands  of 
manufacturers  on  this  continent  nearer  to  the  market. 
Buyers  on  this  side  are  full}'  aware  that  a  longer  time  for 
delivery  is  required  from  the  United  Kingdom  than 
from  Canadian  and  United  States  houses,  hut  complain 
that  dates  agreed  on  for  delivery  are  not  kejit  by  some 
United  Kingdom  firms.  Indeed,  one  ver}-  large  importer  is 
now  cancelling  many  orders  from  the  United  Kingdom 
owing  to  delayed  delivery  of  hosiery  for  the  winter  and 
early  spring  trade. 

Hardware  and  Allied  Lines. 

This  trade  can  only  be  described  as  distinctly  quiet. 
Wholesale  stocks  are  about  normal  and  retail  stocks  below 
normal.  Any  marked  improvement  in  general  conditions 
will  undoubtedly  be  rellected  in  purchases  by  the  wholesale 
trade.  Alanufacturers  of  hardware  and  cutlery,  both  in  the 
United  Kingdom  and  on  the  North  American  Continent, 
are  now  giving  very  jirompt  deliveries.  Stocks  of  staple 
lines  in  plumbers’  fittings  and  sanitary  goods  are  ample 
for  present  demands.  The  wholesale  hardware  trade  is  only- 
buying  at  short  notice  for  known  requirements. 

Outlook  in  Duildino  Co.nstruction. 

With  reductions  in  costs  of  building  materials  and  wages 
a  decided  revival  of  building  is  expected  during  the  year. 
Contracts  awarded  during  February  in  Western  Canada 
amounted  to  2,198,700  dols.,  compared  with  only  601, .500 
dols.  in  February,  1921.  New  building  construction  work 
contemplated  in  Western  Canada  as  at  28th  February^  is 
valued  at  6,004,200  dols.  These  figures  do  not  include 
harlmur  and  clock  works.  The  wholesale  price  index  of  48 
building  materials  was  recently  at  88  per  cent,  above  1913, 
compared  with  the  peak  of  183  per  cent,  in  May,  1920. 

The  need  for  more  houses  is  urgent  throughout  the  West, 
and  it  is  in  construction  under  this  classification  that  the 
greatest  activity  may  be  looked  for.  On  the  other  hand, 
owing  to  the  need  for  economy  in  public  expenditure,  only  a 
limited  number  of  new  buildings  under  this  heading  are 
probable.  Preliminary  work  may  be  started  on  neiv 
buildings  for  the  Universities  of  British  Columbia 
®nd  Manitoba  in  Vancouver  and  Winnipeg  res])ec- 
fively,  though  actual  construction  is  not  probable  before 
1923.  Some  10  million  dols.  will  be  required  for  the  tw-o 
enterprises.  The  British  Columbia  Government  are  about 
to  erect  a  mental  hospital  in  that  Province,  and  a  chemistry 
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building  at  the  University  at  Saskatchewan  is  about  to  be 
commenced. 

British  Success  in  Telephone  Supplies. 

By  securing  contracts  valued  at  over  .500,000  dols.  for 
automatic  telephone  equipment  in  Western  Canada,  a 
British  firm,  in  competition  with  American  manufacturers, 
has  established  a  trade  connection  for  United  Kingdom 
manufacturers  which  should  be  the  commencement  of  a 
large  and  permanent  trade  to  this  market.  The  success 
of  the  British  firm  in  question  has  been  most  favourably 
commented  upon  throughout  the  V'est.  Annual  expendi¬ 
ture  on  telephone  supplies  normally-  amounts  to  very  large 
sums  in  this  territory,  where  the  telephone  is  looked  upon 
as  an  essential  utility  of  every  day-  life. 

Opening  for  Kngineering  Fquipment. 

In  other  and  heavier  engineering  lines.  United  Kingdom 
inanutacturers  are  forging  ahead  in  Western  Canada. 
British  built  semi-Diesel  engines  of  moderate  size  for  light¬ 
ing  plants  in  country  districts,  and  small  stationary  engines 
for  use  on  farms  are  likely  to  find  a  sale  here  in  the  near 
future.  American  competition  will  he  keen  for  a  time  but 
users  in  this  territory  are  gradually-  realising  the  high  quali¬ 
ties  of  the  British  product. 

Agricultural  AIachinery  .\nd  Equipment. 

Last  y-ear  witnessed  a  marked  shrinkage  in  purchases  by 
the  farmer  and  fairly-  heavy  stocks  of  agricultural  equip¬ 
ment  have  been  carried  over  by  dealers  to  the  1922  season. 
Drastic  reductions  in  juices  of  jjopular  farm  tractors  and 
tractor  jiloughs  are  now  in  evidence  though  few  sales  are 
rejiorted.  The  jiresent  year-is  likely  to  be  one  of  keen  com- 
jietition  in  this  line  with  little  or  no  juofit  for  manufac¬ 
turers.  Several  schemes  for  an  increase  of  immigration 
and  colonisation  to  Western  Canada  are  under  considera¬ 
tion  and,  if  any  j)rove  successful,  they  should  stimulate  the 
demand  for  equijunent.  The  trade  this  season,  however,  is 
likely-  to  be  quite  moderate. 

An  increase  in  <lairv  farming  is  ])robable  in  many-  dis¬ 
tricts.  The  dairying  industry,  which  has  shown  remarkable 
increases  of  late  years,  ami  has  jiroved  .stable  and  profit¬ 
able,  requires  several  lines  of  equijtment  not  wanted  by  the 
grain  farmer.  A  fairly  good  demand  for  dairy  equipment 
is  exjiected. 

Beturning  Dem.vnd  for  British  Goods. 

The  present  jiosition  of  the  importing  trade  of  Western 
Canada  may-  be  summed  uj)  thus: — At  no  jtrev-ious  time  has 
the  desire  for  British  goods  been  so  marked  as  now,  but  the 
small,  quick  repeat  order  methods  at  jjresent  in  vogue 
favour  the  factories  within  a  few  day-s’  rail  haul.  At  the 
same  time  a  beginning  is  noticeable  on  the  jiart  of  the 
largest  importers  to  return  to  “  jilacing  ”  orders,  parti¬ 
cularly-  in  hosiery,  underwear,  and  piece-goods  for  forward 
delivery-  from  United  Kingdom  firms.  One  well-known  dry- 
goods  importer  in  the  West  summed  uj)  the  view  of  the 
majority-  when  he  made  a  statement  a  few  days  ago  that 
the  trade  welcomed  the  signs  of  a  return  to  more  stable 
conditions  which  is  enabling  imjiorters  to  again  depend  on 
the  known  and  tried  sources  of  supjdy  in  the  Old  Country. 


EUROPE. 
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LAPSE  OF  TRADE  RESTRICTIONS 
BETWEEN  DANZIG  AND  POLAND. 

{From  n.M.  Consul.) 

Danzig. 

The  restrictions-frontier  (Wirtschaftsgrenze)  between  the 
Free  City-  of  Danzig  and  Poland,  as  stijmlated  in  the  Con¬ 
vention  of  24th  October,  1921  (see  the  “  Journal  ”  of  19th 
.Tanuarv,  jrage  67),  lapsed  on  1st  Ajiril,  with  certain  limita¬ 
tions  and  exemptions.  Until  1st  January,  1922,  all  goods 
for  Poland  jiassed  through  the  territory  of  the  Free  City- 
duty-free  in  bond,  subject  to  the  Polish  Tariffs  and  restric¬ 
tions  only,  but  that  Germany  supplied  Danzig,  for  her  own 
internal  use  only,  with  goods  at  inland  prices  on  condition 
that  these  were  not  re-exported  and  that  Danzig  should 
apply  the  German  Tariffs  and  restrictions  to  goods  from 
abroad. 

On  1st  January,  1922,  the  Polish  Tariffs  were  accepted  by 
Danzig  with  the  modifications  detailed  in  the  subsidiary 
Convention  of  21st  December,  1921.  Until  the  fall  of  the 
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ecoiKjiiiic  frontier  on  1st  April  Gernnuiy  continnecl  to  supply 
Danzig  witli  goculs  for  her  own  internal  use  at  inland  prices, 
upon  which,  however,  Danzig  had  to  p.ay  the  Polish  Tariffs. 

A  marked  increase  in  prices  of  many  articles  (including 
even  certain  raw  materials),  hitherto  regarded  as  neces¬ 
saries  in  Danzig,  made  itself  noticeahle.  With  the  fall  of 
the  economic  frontier  and  the  la]>se  of  restrictions  l)etween 
Danzig  and  Poland  the  position  has  altered. 

Xkw  German’  Kxcoht  PEcri-ATioxs. 

For  many  years  to  come  Danzig  will  require  considerable 
imports  from  Germany,  and  the  attitude,  therefore,  of 
Germany  to  this  question  was  for  Danzig  one  of  great 
importance. 

The  following  new  Regulations  with  regard  to  German 
exports  to  Danzig  have  been  made  in  (Jermany :  — 

in  order  to  avoid  serious  damage  to  the  economic  life  of 
Danzig,  Germany  has  granted  from  1st  April  to  the  Free 
City  certain  quantities  (Kontingenten)  to  cover  her  own 
need  in  German  goods.  In  fixing  these  contingents  special 
consideration  will  be  taken  of  the  requirements  of  Danzig's 
industry,  retail  trade,  and  of  the  working  population. 

German  manufacturers  and  merchants  have  declared 
themselves  ready  to  deliver  these  contingents  at  inland 
prices  or  little  over.  The  Foreign  Trade  Offices  uill  is>ue 
export  jiermits  within  the  limits  of  these  contingents  on  the 
specified  lines.  For  gcunls  outside  these  contingents  exjiort 
j)ermits  will  only  be  granted  by  Germany  within  the  general 
Regulations  governing  exports  abroad,  i.e.,  at  the  lowest 
export  prices.  Kxport  dues  will  in  all  cases  be  raised  on 
exports  to  Danzig  according  to  tbe  general  Regulations  in 
force  at  the  time. 

Insufficient  time  has  as  yet  elapsed  for  the  full  effect  of 
Polish  Tariffs  and  restrictions  on  Danzig  industry  and 
commerce  to  make  themsehes  felt ;  nevertheless  a  cfuisitler- 
able  iiK-rease  in  the  cost  of  living  has  alreaily  taken  place, 
and  no  snudl  distuibance  has  been  caused  in  the  gener.d 
commerce  of  the  Free  City.

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NETHERLANDS. 


AGKICTTITFRE  IN  1921. 

In  the  course  of  liis  Report*  on  the  Economic,  Financial 
*nd  Industrial  Conditions  of  the  Netherlands  during  1921 
«nd  up  to  Fehruarj’  of  the  present  year,  the  Commercial 
Secretary  to  H.M.  I.egation  at  The  Hague  states  that  fruit 
exports  during  1921  diminished  considerahh*  in  value,  and 
*lthough  the  full  year’s  figures  are  not  yet  available,  the 
decrease  in  the  value  of  fruit  shipments  alone  amounted  to 
ever  4^  million  florins.  The  pre-war  position  is  slowly  re¬ 
turning,  howe\er,  and  the  British  market  is  again  becoming 
the  principal  consumer,  the  German  demand  having 
dropped  oft  since  the  termination  of  the  war. 

1  .N(  iiKASKi)  Exports  of  Vkgktabi.ks. 

As  regards  vegetables,  prices  were  higher  owing  to  the 
great  drought,  but  notwithstanding  the  smaller  croj)  exports 
did  not  shrink,  so  that  obviously  the  home  demand  was  cur¬ 
tailed.  The  British  market,  too,  is  more  and  more  becom¬ 
ing  the  mainstay  for  exporters,  with  the  exception  of  such 
vegetables  as  cabbages  and  turnips,  which  have  usually 
found  their  way  across  the  eastern  frontier.  The  value  of 
the  exports  for  the  first  eleven  months  of  1921  exceeded  the 
previous  year's  by  nearlv  3  million  florins. 

The  export  of  dried  vegetables  has  practically  ceased,  and 
brined  and  similarly  preserve*!  vegetables  have  not  only 
decreased  in  volume  but  also  considerably  in  value.  The 
general  opinion  as  regards  the  results  of  the  vegetable  export 
trade  does  not  give  rise  to  great  hope,  and  efforts  are  being 
made  to  find  new  markets;  for  example,  for  tomatoes,  which 
it  is  hoped  may  be  exported  to  the  United  States. 

TIoRTitri.TrH.Ar,  Imports  .anh  E.vi’orts. 

A  steady  revival  of  the  export  trade  in  bulbs  has  con¬ 
tinued  since  the  war  terminated,  the  principal  markets 
being  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  United  States,  values 
practically  remaining  at  the  same  level  as  in  the  ])revions 
year.  The  same  may  be  said  in  a  lesser  tlegree  of  the 
export  of  shrubs,  etc.,  but  in  this  case  the  exports  to  the 
United  States  showed  a  considerable  drop,  so  that  this 
industry  remained  in  the  precarious  condition  to  which  it 
was  brought  by  the  war. 

According  to  statistics,  the  total  value  of  exjrorted  horti¬ 
cultural  |)rf)duce  remained  the  same  as  in  15)20,  namely, 
about  70  million  florins.  Imports  of  horticultural  ])roducp, 
including  MjHliterranean  ami  I.evanf  tlried  fruit,  increased 
in  value  by  some  10  million  Horins  to  nearly  40  million 
florins. 

The  area  under  cultivation  of  flax  in  the  Nether¬ 
lands  during  the  year  was  9,022  hectares,  compared 
with  2‘),000  hectares  in  1920.  It  is  reported  that 
the  yield  of  the  1921  croj)  has  been  excee<lingly 
small  on  account  of  the  drought,  the  cjuality  of  the 
straw  and  the  seed  being  far  below  the  average  in  con- 
sequeiue.  The  weather  conditions  during  tlie  harvesting 
operations  were  said  to  have  been  all  that  could  be  desired, 
but  this  <lid  not  improve  the  quality  of  the  resultant  crop. 

A  quantity  of  about  1,000  bags  of  Russian  flaxseed  was 
sown  during  the  year.  It  is  not  ex[iected,  however,  that 
there  will  be  any  great  sui)ply  of  Russian  child  from  the 
1921  crop  available,  as  the  small  harvest  will  probably  be 
required  for  that  country’s  own  sowings  in  1922.  A  rough 
eomputation  of  the  .seed  available  for  px|)ort  and  fit  for  sow¬ 
ing  is  about  0,000  bags  of  .3^  bushels  each,  against  0,000  bags 
exported  for  the  1921  sowing. 

Miscki.i.anf.oi  s  Crops. 

In  spite  of  the  very  limited  rainfall  during  the  year  it 
>S  reported  that  the  condition  of  the  crops  generally  is 
satisfactory,  winter  grain  and  peas  being  in  extremely  good 
condition  in  coiiseipience  of  the  dry  w<*atber.  while  the  con¬ 
dition  of  sugar  beet  is  aKo  favourable.  It  was  also  expected 
that  the  crop  of  ])otatoes  would  be  entirely  satisfactory  as 
no  phvtophtora  dis<*ase  had  been  noticed. 

Owing  to  the  dry  weather  in  .Inly  and  .August,  howi'ver, 
the  crop  of  clover,  autumn  turnips,  and  spurry  for  the 
greater  part  failed  in  the  sandy  districts.  This  shortage  in 
the  crop  of  clover  was  regarch'd  as  very  serious  in  \  i*Mv  of 
the  liniitfsl  supply  of  hay,  and  it  was  considered  ]>robablH 
that  during  the  winter  a  shortage  of  cattle  fodder  would  bo 

felt.

THE  DAIRYING  INDFSTRY  IN  1921. 

The  production  of  milk  in  Swit/.erlanil  increased  steadily 
throughout  the  summer  mouths.  Tlie  hot  weather  in  June 
.and  July  was  somewhat  prejudicial,  hut  a  sufficiency  of  rain 
fell  later,  and,  favoured  hv  a  warm  autumn,  the  forage  crops 
were  good,  both  as  to  quality  ami  quantity.  With  the  addi¬ 
tional  advantages  of  cheaj)  prices  for  concentrateil  foods, 
the  pros|)ects  of  a  sufficient  supply  of  milk  for  the  xvinter 
mouths  were  good,  states  the  Commercial  Secretary  to  H.M. 
Legation  at  Berne,  in  his  recent  Report  on  the  Finance, 
Industry,  and  Commerce  of  Switzerland.  (H.M.  Stationery 
Office.  Brice  Is.  9*1.  net.)  The  situation  of  the  Swiss  milk 
industry,  which  lias  been  very  jirecarious  for  tlie  last  few 
years,  is  still  in  a  critical  |)u.>itiou.  In  addition  to  foreign 
excliaiige  difficulties,  the  effect  of  tlie  foot  and  mouth 
epidemic  of  1920  is  still  being  felt,  and  from  O.}  to  90  jier  cent, 
of  the  fresh  milk  lias  to  be  given  ii|)  for  the  supply  of  urban 
districts.  As  a  result  of  these  difficulties,  operations  have 
bad  to  lie  curtailed,  and  some  milk  factories  have  been 
obliged  to  close  down. 

The  export  of  condensed  milk  in  1921  amounted  to 
10,989  tons,  as  compared  with  l.j.ooT  tons  in  the  previous 
year.  The  chief  markets  are  shown  in  the  following  table:  —

This  industry  is  suffering  from  the  low  rates  of  exchange 
in  otlier  countries,  and  the  future  of  the  export  trade  de- 
jiends  on  a  general  improvement  in  this  factor.  .\t  jtresent 
the  country  is  only  doing  one-tenth  of  the  amount  of  its 
normal  ]ire-war  ex|)ort  trade,  hut  owing  to  the  abatement 
of  foot  ami  mouth  disease  exports  were  larger  in  1921  than 
in  1920,  .3,(5.')0  tons  of  hard  cheese,  valued  at  22,7()7,(X)0  frs., 
having  hoeii  exjiorted,  as  compared  with  1,104  tons,  valued 
at  0,-')()2,000  frs,  France  is  the  principal  im|mrtiiig  country.

FRANCE— POLAND. 


COMMERCIAL  COXVEXTTOX. 

A  CO))}-  of  the  Commercial  Convention  signed  in  Paris  on 
Oth  hehrnarv  last,  between  France  and  Poland,  has  recently 
been  received  by  the  Board  of  Trade.  Generally  <|)eakiiigit 
is  similar  in  form  to  that  eonclnded  between  France  and 
Esthonia  (see  the  “  Journal  ”  of  20th  April,  pp.  42.5-426), 
although  varying  in  certain  important  particulars.  The 
following  is  a  summary  of  the  chief  matters  dealt  with  in 
the  Convention:  — 

Natural  or  manufactured  products  imiiorted  into  Poland 
from  and  originating  in  France  and  the  French  Colonies, 
I’ossessions,  or  I’roteetorates  shall  he  admitted  at  the  most 
favourable  Tariff  rates  which  I’oland  accords  or  may  accord 
to  any  third  Power  or  to  the  nationals  of  any  third 
Power.

origin,  provided  that  they  are  imjiorted  into  Poland  by 
French  firms  or  by  I’olish  firms  established  in  France  and 
registered  in  the  French  commercial  register. 

Certain  natural  or  manufactured  jiroducts  (enumerated 
in  list  “  A  ”  annexed  to  the  Convention)  whic-li  are  es- 
|)ortod  to  Poland  from  and  originate  in  France,  the  French 
Colonies,  I’ossessioiis,  or  Protectorates,  shall  benefit  on  their 
importation  into  I'oland  by  fixed  pcrcentage.s  of  reduction. 

In  return  certain  natural  or  manufactured  prod  net, s  es- 
])ortcd  to  France  from  and  originating  in  Poland  (set  out 
in  list  “  B  ”  to  the  Convention)  shall  he  admitted  into 
France,  the  French  Colonics  and  Possessions,  at  the  mini* 
mum  Tariff,  not  merely  as  regards  import  duties  but 
also  as  regards  surtaxes,  coefficients,  and  other  temporary 
additions  which  France  has  established  or  may  establish. 
Other  products  of  Polish  origin  (set  out  in  list  “  C  ”  to  the 
eVinvention)  shall  benefit  by  fixed  jiercentages  of  reduction, 
calcidated  on  the  difference  between  the  general  and 
minimum  Tariff. 

Should  any  import  prohibition  be  waived,  even  though 
only  temporarily,  by  one  of  the  contracting  parties  in  favour 
of  a  third  Power,  whether  for  goods  not  sjiecified  in  (be 
annexed  lists,  or  in  respect  of  the  limit  of  cpiantities  greater 
than  those  fixed  for  the  said  goods,  the  same  concession  shall 
he  u|)plied  at  once  and  unconditionally  to  the  same  or 
similar  products  originating  in  and  imported  from  the 
territory  of  the  other  jiarty.  Imjiort  prohibited  goods  ini- 
))orted  from  France,  French  Colonies  and  Possessions  into 
Poland  for  warehousing  and  eventual  re-export  to  neigh¬ 
bouring  countries,  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  restriction  or 
to  import  and  export  dues.

Most  favoured  nation  treatment  is  provided  for  in  cases  | 
where  any  ])rivilege  in  respect  of  imiiort,  export,  or  transit  1 
dues,  etc.,  is  granted  to  a  third  Power.  In  the  case  of  con-  | 
sumption  clues  national  treatment  is  to  be  accorded.  Doth  i 
parties  reserve  to  themselves  the  right  to  accord  j^referen-  ; 
tial  treatment  to  Border  States  with  which  they  may  enter  | 
into  economic  unions. 

In  order  to  restrict  the  benefits  above  mentioned  to  the  ! 
products  of  their  respective  territories,  the  contracting  i 
parties  shall  recjuire  Certificates  of  Origin  in  resjiect  of  im¬ 
ported  goods.  Tn  the  case  of  natural  products  it  must  be 
shou'U  that  these  originated  in  the  territory  of  the  other 
party,  and  in  the  case  of  manufactured  products  that  half 
at  least  of  the  value  is  represented  by  the  value  of 
materials  originating  in  the  said  territory  and  the  cost  of 
the  manufacturing  process. 

Each  of  the  ])arties  undertakes  to  take  all  necessary  ! 
measures  to  safeguard  the  goods  of  the  other  from  unfair 
competition,  and  to  prevent  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
goods  bearing  false  indications  of  origin  and  nature,  and  i 
“regional  appellations.”  (In  regard  to  this  last,  a  ])eriod  | 
of  three  mouths  shall  be  allowed  for  tbe  sale  of  goods  bought  | 
before  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Convention.)  Industrial  j 
property  rights  are  also  ju'otected.  i 

Commercial  travellers  having  identity  cards  shall  be  per-  1 
mitted  to  import  samples  or  models  free  of  import  or  ex-  I 
port  dues,  provided  that  thev  are  re-exported  within  a  cer¬ 
tain  time.  Commercial  companies  constituted  in  con- 
'  formity  with  the  Laws  of  the  one  country  may  carry  on 
I  business  in  the  territory  of  the  other,  national  treatment 
being  accorded  in  the  matter  of  taxation. 

I  National  treatment  is  also  provided  for  in  shipping 
matters  except  in  regard  to  coasting  trade;  vessels  engaged 
1  in  this  trade  .shall  receive  most  favoured  nation  treat¬ 
ment.  The  Polish  Authorities  undertake  to  facilitate  as  far 
as  possible  the  transport  of  Polish  emigrants  under  the 
French  Hag. 

The  Convention  shall  be  ratified  and  shall  come  into  force 
eight  days  after  the  approval  of  the  I’olish  Parliament  has 
been  notified  in  Paris.  It  shall  remain  in  force  for  one 
Tear  and  may  be  renewed  thereafter  for  three  monthlv 
periods.

The  “  Official  Gazette  ”  of  the  Zanzibar  Government  of 
27th  March,  1922,  promulgates  Hides  under  ”  The  Dan¬ 
gerous  Goods  Decree,”  as  follows:  — 

Section  I . — Definitions — as  to  jietroleums,  explosives,  and 
their  various  classes. 

Section  11. — General  Hegulatious  relating  to  ships  carry¬ 
ing  dangerous  goods. 

Section  III. — General  Hegulatious.  Applicable  to  instal¬ 
lations  for  all  classes  of  petroleum. 

Section  IV. — Special  Hegulatious.  Ajiplicable  to  instal¬ 
lations  for  the  storage  of  dangerous  jietroleum  and  explo¬ 
sives. 

Section  U. — Hegulatious  apidicable  to  the  storage  of 
petroleum  and  explosives  generally.

PORT  WORKS  AT  LYONS. 

(From  II.M.  Con.'iiil-Gcneral.) 

Lyons. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Municipal  Council 
recently  signed  an  agreement  regarding  the  contribution 
by  the  town  of  Lyons  for  the  construction  of  a  port  on  the 
Hiver  Saone,  to  be  named  Eort  Hambaud. 

The  work  commenced  in  1918  will  probably  be  finished  by 
the  summer  of  1923.  It  consists  of  an  embankment  formed 
of  gravel  obtained  from  the  Hhone  and  surrounded  by  a 
cemented  boom.  It  has  been  necessary  to  drag  the  muddy 
bottom  for  a  certain  length  in  order  to  avoid  dislocation 
when  the  port  is  opened.  The  work  has  been  rendered 
somewhat  difficult  at  certain  periods  owing  to  scarcity  of 
building  material,  especially  at  the  commencement. 

In  1910  the  estimate  of  the  cost  was  1,080,000  frs.  After 
a  further  investigation,  however,  the  estimated  cost  was 
increased  to  l,ou0,000  frs.  The  war  delayed  the  execution 
of  the  project,  and  the  work  commenced  in  1918,  when 
costs  were  much  higher,  has  now  mounted  to  6,4‘00,000  frs., 
including  important  improvements  on  the  original  project 
and  the  drainage  of  the  platform,  which  was  not  foreseen 
at  the  1914  adjudication.  The  State  has  established  a 
temporary  light  railway  at  the  port,  which  has  been  work¬ 
ing  for  two  years. 

Before  finishing  the  plans  the  Lyons  Chamber  of  ('om- 
merce  in  1920  instructed  tbe  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Saone 
TO  visit  certain  jiorts  on  the  Hhiiie  in  company  with  the 
Director  of  the  Transport  Office  of  the  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce  of  the  South-East  and  another  Saone  engineer. 
These  gentlemen  were  accompanied  by  representatives 
from  the  Paris-Lyons-Mediterranean  Hailway  Company. 
The  account  rendered  by  this  mission  has  now  permitted 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  to  definite!}'  decide  on  the  plans 
for  the  railways,  warehouses,  shops,  and  rolling  stock. 

HAMBAun  Pout. 

The  Hambaud  port  will  be  similar  to  the  Rhine  ports,  on 
the  advice  of  the  Minister  of  Public  Work,  who  rejected 
counter  propositions  which  would  have  been  less  costly,  but 
would  have  resulted  in  a  restricted  exploitation  of  the 
port.  The  Hambaud  port  will  constitute  a  junction  of  the 
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Minerals  and  Metals.

'I'lie  su|ierficial  total  of  tho 
port  Avill  be  about  IKH)  hectares,  and  the  work  will  cost  40 
million  frs.,  estimated  at  pre-war  costs,  and  not  including 
the  purchase  tif  the  land. 

Ih.TIilATE  Oh.)R(TS  of  THK  StHK.MK. 

This  elaborate  programme  is  destined  to  assist  tin*  de¬ 
velopment  of  the  waterways  to  Paris,  the  I'higlish  Channel, 
and  the  North-Last  by  way  of  the  Saone,  and  also  to  hel])  in 
the  work  of  harnessing  the  Rhone.  Regarding  the  latter,  a 
solution  is  being  looked  for  to  permit  of  the  early  use  of 
electric  power  without  conniromising  the  actual  iiavigat,ion 
of  the  river. 

It  is  stated  that  the  mining  imliistiv  in  the  Sarre  will 
be  the  first  to  welcome  ri\er  transport,  to  enable  them  to 
coinjiete  against  the  market  for  Knglish  coal  in  the  south 
of  France,  and  later  to  be  placed  in  a  ])ositiou  to  supply 
the  needs  *if  industry,  which  will  become  increasingly  im¬ 
portant.

THE  POTASH  IXDUSTRA"  IX  l‘J21. 

The  crisis  which,  as  far  back  as  the  last  quarter  of  1920, 
had  brought  about  complete  sale  stagnation  in  the  potash 
industry  continued  well  into  1921,  and  the  hopes  of  con- 
eluding  contracts  and  of  effecting  foreign  deliveries  were 
nullified.  Alany  large  works  su.stained  losses  which  threat¬ 
ened  their  very  existence,  states  a  Report  on  the  Potash 
Industry  in  1921,  issueil  by  Gebr.  Damniann,  Rankers,  of 
Hanover.  'I'lie  State  Potash  Council  in  Mav,  H>21,  .sanc¬ 
tioned  a  oO  to  5o  jier  cent,  increase  on  the  inland  prices, 
but  this  increase  was  .soon  balanced  bv  wage  increases.  In 
any  case  the  increase  was  too  late,  inasmuch  as  spring 
orders  for  the  agricvdtural  industry  had  by  then  been  com-  J 
pleted.  Moreover,  the  expectations  of  the  State  Ministry  1 
of  Fconomics  that  the  industry  would  obtain  .some  400  ’ 

million  marks  from  the  more  lucrative  ex|}ort  trade  were 
not  re.Tlised.  A  further  price  increase  of  3b  per  cent,  was 
granted  in  the  summer,  which  made  it  once  again  possible 
to  cover  at  least  costs  of  production.  Tliis  was  followed 
by  a  70-80  per  cent,  increase  with  effect  as  from  7th 
December,  rendererl  necessary  bv  a  further  depreciation  of 
the  mark  and  an  increase  of  wages  which  had,  as  a  con- 
•sequeuce,  an  increase  in  the  price  of  material,  particularly 
coal. 

Tho  sale  of  jiotassium  salt  in  1920  amounted  to  over 
flOO.OOO  tons  of  jiure  potash,  valued  at  about  l  b  milliard 
marks.  During  the  first  six  mouths  of  1921  sales  showed  ) 
a  very  considerable  decrease,  but  during  the  third  quarter 
trade  revived  and  large  orders  were  received  from  the 
German  agricultural  iiidu.stry.  'i'he  sales  in  Novrtnber, 
1921,  amounted  to  90,7(t()  tons,  as  compared  with  48,000  ) 

tons  during  the  .same  month  of  1920.  'The  total  .sales  for  the 
eleven  months  ending  30th  November,  1921,  amounted  to 
794,400  tons.  Of  this  amount  072, bOO  tons  were  consumed 
by  home  industries  and  120,000  tons  were  ox|)orted.  'fhe 
exjiort  sales,  which  during  the  last  few  years  before  the 
war  .amounted  to  oO  per  cent,  of  the  total  sales,  at  times 
receded  to  b  per  cent.  'I'hi.  fact  makes  it  clear  how  difficult 
was  the  struggle  of  the  industry  during  the  jiast  year  in 
view  of  the  insufficient  ]irices  obtained  for  inland  sales  , 
Conditions  have  somewhat  improved  since  October,  when 
an  agreement  wa*  arrived  at  with  tlie  I'nited  States. 
Connections  have  been  renewed  with  other  J'lurojiean  and 
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overseas  louiitries  with  tlie  e'xecptioii  of  Polantl,  which 
is  still  cut  off  owing  to  tlie  exjioit  regulations.  In 
particular,  the  Netherlands,  Scandinavia,  United  King¬ 
dom,  Austria,  and  Czecho-Slovakia  may  he  mentioned.  An 
effort  has  also  been  made  to  revive  business  with  the  South- 
Eastern  European  countries,  as  there  would  apj)ear  to  be  a 
verv  lucrative  field  in  the  immense  agricidtural  districts 
of  the  East  Avhose  return  to  world  economics  is  only  a  cpie.s- 
tion  of  time.

Alsatian  competition  has  made  itself  very  evident,  parti- 
(iilarly  in  the  Ignited  States,  and  in  some  of  the  other 
countries  favourably  situated  in  regard  to  freights.  No 
stone  was  left  unturned  to  sujvplant  the  German  salts  on 
the  worhl  market,  and  to  attain  this  eml  the  jioliey  was 
pursued,  contrary  to  that  of  the  German  f’otash  Syndicate, 
of  supplying  foreign  countries  at  considerably  cheajier  rates 
tlian  its  own  agriculture.  Sfianish  competition  may  be  ex¬ 
cluded  altogether  for  some  time  to  come  owing  to  the  instir- 
niountable  technical  difficulties  in  regard  to  the  shafts. 
The  United  States  Potash  Substitute  Industry,  which  was 
inaugurated  during  the  war,  is  no  longer  considered  to  be 
of  importance. 

A  MAI.GAM  AVION  SciIKMHS . 

The  numerous  amalgamation  schemes  in  the  potash  in¬ 
dustry  are  progressing,  as  by  a  union  of  the  administrations 
joint  and  cheai)  supply  of  materials,  and  union  of  works,  it 
is  possible  to  extract  every  advantage  arising  thereby.  The 
industry  is,  it  is  true,  on  the  road  to  becoming  an  absolute 
trust,  and  although  the  dangers  of  this  development  must 
l)e  recognised,  they  recede  in  view  of  the  legal  jirotection 
behind  the  coercive  liuw,  the  object  of  which  is  to  keep  the 
German  jiotash  industry,  the  national  monopoly  of  which 
was  broken  by  the  war,  capable  of  competition.  The 
Burba(  h-Kriigershall  group  has  shown  the  greatest  activity 
and  energs’  in  the  extension  of  its  spheres  of  interest.  It 
acquired  a  decisive  influence  in  Wittekind  (Justus) — Carl- 
shall  Ellers,  and  finally  hy  taking  over  2,000  mining  shares 
acquired  predominance  over  the  Volkenroda  concern,  which 
in  its  turn  at  the  beginning  of  the  jear  had  acquired 
Wilhelmshall-Oelsburg.  The  Burbach  group  thus  enlarged 
comprises  20  works  with  nine  chloride  of  potassium  fac¬ 
tories,  and  has  thus  become  the  third  largest  concern.  At 
tlie  head  is  the  Deutsche  Kaliwerke-Kon/.ern  with  00  shafts, 
and  ten  factories.  This  concern  confined  itself  this  year  to 
the  acquisition  of  the  ma  jority  of  shares  of  the  Gewerkschaft 
Grossherzog  Wilhelm  Ernst,  but  its  extension  policy  would 
appear  to  be  by  no  means  ended.  The  second  place  is  occu¬ 
pied  by  the  Wintershall-Alexandershall  concern  with  28 
shafts  and  ten  factories. 

New  C'acital  T.s.srES. 

The  financing  of  these  enormous  unions  required  a  large 
amount  of  capital,  but  even  apart  from  this  the  potash 
industry  was  in  need  of  financial  assistance  in  order  to 
cover  losses,  costs  of  new  buildings,  and  repairs.  In  all, 
new  shares  to  the  amount  of  2.30  million  marks,  nominal 
value,  were  issued,  and  27o  million  marks  were  taken  up  in 
loans  and  about  100  million  marks  in  contributions.  In 
numerous  cases  even  greater  banking  credits  had  to  be 
called  upon.  In  these  increases  of  capital  preference  shares 
ivere  issued  with  a  plural  voting  power  as  a  protection 
against  preponderating  foreign  infliienoe. 

Mining  (kiMl’ANiEs. 

In  order  to  give  fhe  mining  companies  the  possibility  of 
adapting  themselves  to  the  changed  conditions  brought 
about  by  the  depreciation  of  the  currency,  the  existing 
rigid  form  of  the  mining  companies  is  to  be  relaxed  in  order 
to  allow  them  to  increase  their  shares  in  accordance  with 
financial  requirements  uj)  to  10,000.  A  draft  of  a  Bill  in 
regard  to  this  question  has  already  been  submitted  to  the 
Prussian  Landtag. 

Futuur  PROHpecxe. 

Before  the  future  prospects  of  the  pot.ash  market  can 
be  judged  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  currency 
problem  should  be  solved.  What  is  necessary  is  the  re¬ 
establishment  of  a  currency  ecpiilibrium  as  a  basis  for  the 
stable  progress  of  reconstruction,  and  the  potash  industry 
mil  play  an  important  part  in  this  reconstruction.  It 
should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  potash  industry  is  one  of 
the  few  which  need  no  supplies  of  foreign  raw  material, 
hut  on  the  contrary  foreign  countries  draw  on  the  produce 
of  the  industry.

For  examjile,  the  duties  under  the 
General  'tariff  on  watches  and  clocks  and  jiarts  tliereof, 
jevveilerv,  and  tea.  have  been  reduced  from  2-5  jier  cent,  nd 
ridori'iii  to  20  jim-  cent,  ml  rnlori  tn.  the  duties  on  these 
goods  under  the  Hritish  I’referential  Tariff  remaining  at 
10  Jier  cent,  ml  rnlmiin.

EGYPT. 

IMPORT  DUTIES  OX  ALCOHOLIC  LKH'ORS. 

A  Royal  Decree,  dated  23rd  April,  1922,  and  effective  as 
from  27th  April,  reduces  the  Customs  duty  leviable  on  de¬ 
natured  spirits  imported  into  Egypt  (under  Regulations  to 
be  prescribed  by  the  Customs  authorities),  from  0  milliemes 
to  3  milliemes  per  kilog. 

The  Decree  also  abolishes  the  dutj'  of  10  j)er  cent.  o<1 
valorem  formerly  leviable  on  medicinal  preparations  (on- 
taining  distilled  alcohol  which  can  be  found  in  a  recognised 
pharmacopoeia ,  and  subjects  such  preparations  to  the 
specific  rates  of  duty  prescribed  for  alcoholic  liquids  by  the 
Decree  of  25th  June,  1921  (see  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ” 
for  21st  July  last!.  j 

NIGERIA. 

INCREASED  CUSTOMS  DUTIES. 

Information  has  been  received  through  the  Colonial  Office 
that  the  following  alterations  in  the  Nigerian  import  duties 
were  brought  into  force  as  from  2Sth  April,  1922,  viz.:  — 

(o)  The  existing  c/J  rolorem  duties  are  raised  from  121 
to  15  per  cent. 

(b)  The  following  articles  are  included  in  the  list  of 
articles  subject  to  tlie  aJ  valorem  rate  of  15  per  cent:  — 
glassware,  articles  of  brass,  copper,  and  zinc  manufacture, 
haberdashery,  brooms  and  brushes,  cordage  and  twine, 
candles,  jewellery  and  plate,  musical  instruments,  ])er- 
fumery,  other  than  perfumed  sj)irits,  tobacco  |>ipes,  jirints 
and  engravings,  and  toys  and  games. 

(c)  The  imposition  of  a  duty  of  10  per  cent,  ail  valorem 
upon  corrugated  iron  sheets. 

(d)  The  imposition  of  a  duty  of  15  per  cent,  ad  culorem 
on  provisions  which  have  hitlierto  been  admitted  free,  \iz., 
bread  and  biscuit^,  fi'h,  other  than  fresh  fish,  flour,  rice, 
provisions,  otlicr  tlian  fresh  provisions,  tea,  and  sugar. 

ST.  LUCIA. 

REVISED  FORM  OF  CERTIFICATE  OF  i 
ORIGIN  AND  VALUE. 

Regulations  made  by  the  Governor-in-Council  of  the 
Windward  Isles  on  3rd  March,  1922,  jirescribe  revi.sed 
forms  of  certificate  of  value  and  origin  and  invoice,  to  be 
used  in  connection  with  the  importation  of  goods  into  8t. 
Lucia  under  the  British  Preferential  Tariff. 

The  revised  certificate  of  origin  and  value  and  invoice 
are  identical  with  those  recommended  for  adoj>tion  by  the 
Imperial  Customs  Conference,  1921.  and  contained  in 
-Appendix  A  of  the  Report  of  the  Conference.

S.\LE  OF  I'EST  REMEDIES. 

The  Government  “  Gazette  ”  of  31«t  March,  1922,  con¬ 
tains  copy  of  Notification  No.  507  to  which  is  attached  a 
Schedule  containing  the  Regulations  for  the  sale  <jf  ])est 
remedies,  other  than  registered  stock  dips,  throughout  the 
Union  of  South  Africa,  operative  from  1st  July,  1922. 

The  Regulations  relate  to  tlie  method  of  labelling  which 
must  be  employed  and  establish  standards  with  which  the 
various  ingredients  contained  in  the  remedies  must 
conform.

FOREIGN. 

FRANCE. 

EXPORTATION  OF  VARIOUS  ARTICI.ES 
PERMITTED. 

The  French  “  Journal  Officiel  ”  for  9th  May  contains  a 
Presidential  Decree,  dated  28th  April,  which  withdraws  the 
])rohibition  on  the  cxjiort  and  re-export  from  France  of  coal 
.and  coke  (ex  Tariff  No.  190). 

A  further  Presidential  Decree,  dated  Cth  May,  and  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  “  Journal  Officiel  ”  for  12th  May,  withdraws 
the  prohibition  on  the  exportation  from  France  of  prepared 
horse  hides,  calf,  and  “  vachette  ”  skins,  tanned,  tawed,  or 
curried  (ex  Tariff  No.  47G). 

[Note. — The  exportation  of  the  above  skins  was  already 
permitted  without  special  authorisation.] 

FRANCE  AND  ALGERIA. 

IMPORTATION  OF  TUNISIAN  GOODS. 

The  I  rench  “  Journal  Officiel  ”  for  4th  May  contains 
a  Presidential  Decree,  dated  24th  April,  abrogating  the 
|)rovisions  of  the  Decree  of  11th  December,  1915,  which 
provided  that  the  favourable  Customs  regime  ap))lied  tc 
certain  Tunisian  ])roducts  on  importation  into  France  and 
Algeria  was  to  be  accorded  to  such  goods  when  carried  in 
Allied  or  neutral  vessels.  In  consequence,  the  S])ecially 
favourable  Customs  regime  will  now  be  applied  only  to 
goods  carried  in  vessels  Hying  tbe  French  flag. 

GERMANY. 

REIMPOSITION  OF  CUSTOMS  DUTIES  ON 
CERTAIN  ARTICLES. 

In  virtue  of  a  Law  dated  5th  Ajiril,  and  published  in  the 
“  Reichsgesetzblatt  ”  for  10th  April,  the  exemptions  from, 
or  abatements  of,  import  duty  accorded  to  the  following 
goods  by  Proclamations  issued  in  1914  and  1915,  have  been 
withdrawn  as  from  1st  May.

INCREASE  OF  CUSTOMS  DUTIES  ON 
CERTAIN  ARTICI.ES. 

In  virtue  of  a  Law  of  8th  April,  and  an  Ordinance  of  the 
same  date  issued  to  give  effect  to  the  Law,  the  Customs 
duties  on  the  following  ai  ticles  inqtorted  into  Germany  have 
been  increased  as  from  1st  May.  The  new  rates  of  duty, 
which  for  the  most  part  are  double  those  previously  in 
force,  are  shown  in  the  following  statement,  the  rates  in 
force  ])rior  to  1st  ilay  also  being  given  for  purposes  of 
comparison.  The  rates  of  duty  quoted  are  expre.ssed  in 
“  gold  ”  marks,  and  when  duties  are  j)aid  in  paper  currency 
(iO  {)aper  marks  must  be  i)aid  for  each  “  gold  ”  mark. 

It  may  be  mentioned  that  all  the  goods  affected  by  the 
present  measure  (except  raw  coflee,  cocoa,  tea,  various 
spices,  and  a  few  other  goods)  are  subject  to  import  licence 
reqnirement  in  Germany.
